HOW TO CURE TOBACCO.

Department Issaes s Buolletin Containing
Advice to Growers,

The Depariment of Agricullure at
Washington has issued s bulletin oo the
subject of “curing tobucco,” in which
the following advice ss to markeling is
tendered: .

“For the production of « saleahle arti-
cle much depends upon the character of
the soll, and & great desl depends upon
the skill in curing. Fully as much, how-
ever, depends upon the proper grading
and sorting of the tobuceo snd the style
of packing In which it is sent to the mun-
ufacturer. Too much capnot be said
about the pecessity for very careful at-
tention to these apparently small details.
It is very important, that
she planters should study the markets,
the demanda from forelgn countries, the
requirements of our manufacturers, and
alm to produce exactly what they want
and to get it to them in the way in which
they can best use it rather than to study
the matter of economy,

“A grest deal can be sccomplisbhed by
lmproviog the eeed, by importing new
seed and by improving the methods of
cultivation, but more can be sceom
plistied by = steady wod persistent effort
to produce thorough methods of cultiva
tion and fermentstion, sorting, gradiog,
ele , the closest possible resemblance to
the type which is desired by the manu
facturer and the consumer. This s the
business side of the transaction. A care
ful study and complisnce with the re
guirements of the market will wndoubt-
edly increase the price of tobaecco equally
s# much as any difference in the smoking
snd chewing qualities has jmproved
much more than the practice of grading
snd sortiog in compliance with the mar-
ket demands.
